The Palestine Constitution. 


AN announcement appeared in several papers at the beginning 
of the week to the effect that the Government had drafted a 
Constitution for Palestine, and giving some details of its quality 
and extent. Most of these announcements did not tally as to facte, 
and many were obviously tinged with the predilections on the 
question of Jewish Nationalism of the papers in which they were 
published. All of them, however, mentioned that the draft Consti- 
tution, as drawn by the Government, was to be settled after 
negotiation with the Arah Delegation, on the one band, and the 
Zionist Organisation, on the other. It seemed to us that in a 
matter of such grave importance to the Jewish people at large this 
method of proceeding was at once fatuous and impracticable, 
Take the Jewish side of the matter. for instance. The Zionist 
Organisation is, to be sure, the right body with whom negotiation 
of the kind should be held in order to elicit the Jewish point of 
view. But the Organisation must’ if its attitude is to be af 
any real value in the upbuilding of Palestine, be first informed 
of what Jewish Nationalist opinion is upon the form of Government 
which the document proposes. 
into negotiations and to accep 


lor the Zionist Organisation to enter 
ta form of Constitution for Palestine 
without first eliciting the views of its supporters,might very well 
mean that they would come to an agreement and then find no back- 
ing for their agreement among their followers. Muchof the trouble 
which the Aionist Organisation has now, and has had in the past, 
is traceable to just this process of creating in matters deeply 
affecting the Movement, a fait accompli to be flung at Zionists 
with the plea which Dr. WEIZMANN has heen compelled to make 
so often: Well, I have done my best: you must take it or leave 
it! With a view to acquainting the with the 
proposals now made by the Government, we applied. to the 
Colonial Office to allow us a.copy of the draft for publication in 
full. Tothis we were met with a courteous refasal, and were informed 
that possibly to-day the Colonial Office 
newspaper a copy of the draft in contidence, together with a résumé 
or epitome which the papers would be requested to insert as made 
by the Government, or at least that no other comment upon 
the draft should appear We pointed out that this would mean, 
eo far as the JEWISH CHRONICLE was concerned, two things. In the 
first place, that our readers, surely more interested in the matter 
than the readers of any cther paper, would he compelled to wait 
a whole week Jater than the readers of other journals before they 
obtained the information voucbsafed hy the Government. In the 
next place, such epitome or resume, which the’ Government might 
send us, we pointed out, might well omit certain references that 
we, as Nationalist Jews, might think most important, and per 
con’ra. contain some items which we might deem from that point 
of view of little or no consequence. we naturally 
could not set the highest value, as information for our readers, upon 
a statement drawn up by those who themselves were responsible 
for the draft Constitution.

Iv seems to us that any mere epitome of such adocument, particu- 
larly without detailed comment, would be useless for informing our 
readers of its true effect and purport, and that its lmportance to the 
Nationalist Movement is such that every one interested in the Jewish 
Cause should be able to see practically every line of the document, 
therefore, that permission to publish the whole of the 
draft Constitution, or any parts of it that various papers may deem 
As it is, up to the time of 
going to press even the résumé has not reached 
us. because it was not yet ready. It but remains for us to 
protest as ene rgetically as We can against this really stup: d method 
of procedure on the part of the Government, and to hope thas 
Dr. WErZMANN and his colleagues in the Zionist Organisation 
will refuse to enter into any negotiations upon this draft Con- 
stitution until Zionists the world over have had the opportunity 
of seeing its contents. It is a responsibility which he and 
they have no right to take. The matter, as we have pointed 
out above, is not one coneerning the Organisation alone. It vitally 
affects the dearest interests of the Jewish people at large, or, ab 
at least, the vast majority of the Jewish people, those who support 
the Zionist Movement. These Press Bureau ways may have been 
necessary during war time.

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abused very frequently then, and we, for our part, do not intend to 
assist in their being maintained in days of peace.

Palestine Immigration. 

WE are delighted to read the letter which Sir HERBERT SAMUBL 
has sent to Dr. BeNsIon in reference to the progress of the Keren 
Hayesod and which will be found re produced in our Jewish National 
Movement news. A few months ago, the High Cor missioner 
(whose indisposition we deeply regret and for whose speedy recovery 
we sincerely hope), made a speech in which he seemed to con. 
template the virtual stopping of Jewish immigration into 
the country. His words read as if, to put it plainly, no 
more Jews were wanted. We said at the time that we 
concluded that he was induced to speak as he did for the 
purpose of placating the Arabs, and the wisdom (or otherwise) 
of that policy we need not here discuss. Suffice it to point out 
that Sir Hreenert now asks, of course within prudential limits 
which are but reasoriable, that there shall be a steady stream of 
Jewish immigrants into the country, to whom he looks forward 
for “creating a Palestine of which we shall all be proud.” Nothing 
really could be more satisfactory, and Sir HiekPerT’s words are 
a splendid offset to the absurd talk imputed, we trust quite wrongly 
to Lord NORTHCLIFFE on this very question of immigration. His 
Lordship. who has been visiting Palestine, is made to appear bemused 
with the possibility of Bolshevists immigrating into the country. 
It is Gniv necessary to sav a very few words on that point. In the 
first place, Bolshevist has come to mean anyone against whoma 
prejudice is harboured, or whose opinions are not liked; just as 
Radical was an expression generally employed in lke manne 
at the beginning of last century. In the next place, we know 
from the official report on the Jaffa riots that, at most 
merely a bandful of men known as Bolshevists were in the 
country; sothat, if there has been anv migration of Bolshevists to 
any ¢xtent since then, it looks as if the restrictive laws which Sir 
HERBERT SAMUFL instituted have proved futile, or else as if the 
Immigration Authorities had been lax in their duty. But much as 
we loath and detest Bolshevism as a political principle, and thedoings 
of Russian Bolshevists particularly. we do not sbare the views held 
by Lord Nok?THCLIFEPER, assuming he is correctly reported, when he 
expresses the fear he does about the future of Palestine, if some 
Bolshevists migrate thither. For one thing, Bolshevism is the direct 
outcome of surrounding conditions, in the absence of which it could 
not raise its ugly head; and we are far from thinking that those 
conditions prevail in Palestine. And for another, we know of at 
least one great Commonwealth in the British Empire, the 
foundation of which was made by the migration thither of men 
whose record of “ undesirability’ was even more gloomy than that 
of those who profess Bolshevism. 


“The Cry of the Modern Pharisee.”’ 
WE commend to the careful attention of our readers (we are 
sure they will find it of intense interest) the brilliant article 


under the above heading. which appears this week from the pen of 
Rabbi Buav. 


That it scintillates with epicram and literally 
corruscates with alluring paradox will be palpable to all who read 
it. Indeed, in these respects as well as in literary style, and not 
only in its thoughtfulness but in its thought-compelling, it is fair to 
say the article is redolent of ISRARL ZaANGWwibéi at his best, and that 
even he could scarce have done it better. About the statement 
which Rabbi BLav makes of the Jewish world-position, of the 
true bearings of anti-Semitism, and of the fatuousness of Jewish 


assimilation there will surely be few to cavil, although it is 


possible that the learned writer has made far too arbitrary a 
division of Jewry into just Pharisees and Sadducees. as he 
describes them. Jewry, in fact. is a far more complex entity. 
It contains shades and nveanees which are by no means adequately 
represented bv either of the denominations Rabbi Riav employs, and 
cannot accurately be said to be comprised within them. It is when 
Rabbi Briavu's conclusions come to be examined that sharp differ 
ence of opinion will be experienced.

A prominent member of Dutch Jewry 
the deceased had for many years Wholcheartedly devoted himself to the 
service of his less fortunately placed coreligionists ; indeed, there was 
searcely a charitable institution with which he was not actively connected 
To the aged and infirra he was a particularly good friend and benefactor, 
and. by his untiritig labours as President of the Amsterdam Home for Aged 
Jews he aaa himself to the old folk requiring institutional care lle 
was the leading spirit in the negotiations for the purchase of a site 
recentiy on which is beiog built accommodation for aged Jewish invalids, 
with the idea of obviating the necessity in future of non Jewish institutions 
being obliged to house members of our community, who, for lack of 
accomodation, could not be placed in appropriate Jewish tnstitutions 
In mavy ‘other respects, Mr. Brouwer was a faithful servant to the 
commuaits As member of the Council of the United Synagogue, bis 
initiative aud wide experience gained for him the ready respect and 
loyalty of his co-workers. Mr. Brouwer was also a member of the local 
Committec of the Alliance Lsraélite Uni lle. He did not cenfine his 
social work tothe community. He was especially interested in the status 
of the diamond workers, and the large number of memiaers of the 
influential Nederlands Diamond Workers Unton have cause to remember 
with cratitude his. vatiring efforts on their behalf. He was for atime 
Presid nt of the Central Committee of the Amsterdam Lodge of the 
Ancient Order of Foresters, and devoted bimselfesnecially to the medical 
activities of the Order, being chairman of the Committee which regulated 
medical aid for members. The esteem in which he was held by al

teing hated, despite ite obvious inconvenience, is really a high 
diatinection. Uhilosophera always knew this. Saints were passionately 


convinced of it llence the flere pride of martyrs, lor one thing, the 
position of the hated becomes automatically one of moral superiority over 
the hater—which is the subtiest and noblest revenge. And if the hated 
can but rise to the height of his opportunity, neither returning hatred nor 
attempting to avert the blows of the hater, he has decidedly solved his 
problem. tle bas solved it by not solving it. He has solved it by non 
resistance. And nov resistance, though few people are aware of it, isthe 
atrongest form of resistance, 

There is a curious paradox in the case of the Jew, the classical 
example of the aristocratic tribe of the hated, Theoretically, the Jew is 
alleged to be an advocate of ruthless revenge. “An-eye-for-an-eye"—a 
mere legal formula~has been accepted as the literal phrasing of his life 
view. Historically, however, the Jews are the most non-resistant people 
on earth. Otherwise it would be incomprehensible how a people, 
admittedly endowed with rare intelligence, could defer the solution of its 
heartrending problem for two thousand years. A vast wisdom, it must 
appear, prompted this millennial inactivity. It was the secret of the Jew's 
miraculous survival. The Jew lives by the resistiess force of his non 
resistance, 

Tolstoy seems to have understood this strange partdox. He tells us 
in his Con/fesscons that he was reading the fifth chapter of Matthew with 
a Hebrew rabbi. At nearly every verse the rabbi said, " That is in the 
Bible.” or “That is in the Talmud”; and he showed Tolstoy, in the 
Bible and in the Talmud, sentences very like the declarations of the 
Sermon on the Mount. But when they reached the verse about non 
resistance to evil, the rahbi did not say, This also is in the Talmud,” 
but he asked the Count: “Do the Christians obey this command’? Do 
they turn the other cheek?” And Tolstoy adds to the recital of this 
anecdote : “ lhad nothing to say in reply, especially as at that particular 
time Christians were not only turning the other cheek, but were smiting 
the Jews on b th cheeks,” 

The unfortunate relation, then, between Jews and Christians simmers 
down to this: pe oOples that believe in pon-resistance, but practise it not, 
hate a people that believes not in nen-resistance, but practises it, 

Now, if no other element entered into the Jewish problem than the 
question of this external relation, the real impetus might be lacking for 
the abandonment of the traditional attitude of non-resistance., For the 
flerce pride of the martyr is still strong in the tortured breast of the Jew. 
But in these latter days other elements have entered into the problem, 
which compel the Jew to revise bis attitude toward both his own inner 
world and the outer non-Jewish world, These newer elements, indeed. 
deal with the spiritual problem of Jewish life in the Diaspora: but they 
are usually unrecognised, It is depressing to see the Jewish problem 
discussed, even by Jews, from without and not from within, as if its 
inner aspect did not matter; atall events, as if this were something in 
which the world at large need take no interest, it being the concern of a 
few Jewish zealots only. Over against this mistaken position, these very 
Jewish zealots, who are far from obsolete, claim that the only way to 
solve the Jewish problem is from within, Find the right solution for the 
internal problem of the Jew, and the external problem, created by the 
persistonoe of anti Semitism, will solve itself, 

These two modes of approaching the Jewish problem, the external 
and the internal, correspond with two eternal types within Jowry, It 
will do well to call these two types the extraverted Jew, and the intro. 
verted Jew, Not a particularly pretty jargon, and in a way not very 
nocessary, sinee the ancient prototypes of the introverted and extraverted 
Jew are found, resp otively, tn the Pharisee and the Saddacee. The 
Pharisee was always intent upon the spiritual problem of the Jew: in 
order ta solve if, he Was madly to bring the greatest sacrifices—he was 
the introverted Jow rhe Sadducee was always less spiritual, more 
worldly, more yielding to the lure of the enuvironment, therefore a 
helieniser he was the oxtraverted Jew, 

And the distinction holds good, too, as between their latter-day 
counterparts, Your extraverted Modern Sadducee is turned outward: 
his chief concern is to make his bargain with the world even at the 
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ecpenee of the time hallowed apiritaal treasures of the Matinotive | 
life. Tle would lose hie Jew. ch aoul, if he could only gain the wor) 
reenlt thet he both. Your tatroverted Modern Ph. 
on the contrary, tarned tnward, toward the myatia recesses

hated. Let none believe that the Modern Pharisee is nervously ippre 
hensive. Let no anti-Semite assume that he can seriously distirh the 
miraculous poise of the Semite. If no other shadow lay athwart the 
path of the Jew than this grotesque, contorted, ridiculously. exage rated 
shadow of anti-Semitism, the Wandering Jew would pass on with the way 
amile of those who have captured the secret of eternal life. But ther 
ire other, more familiar, yet more menacing shapes darkening the way 
of his pilgrimage. Therefore, the Modern Pharisee would at last actively 
engage in the solution of the Jewish problem.

Gollanes oooupied successive positions — in the temporary 
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synagogue at Mt. John's Wood, the New Mynagogue, Great Mt, Helena, 
and the Honth Manchester Hynagogue, from which he proceeded to Poets’ 
Koad Synagogue, Canonbury, where he remained seven years, prior to 
hia election, in February, 1#07, to hie present position as preacher in the 
Hayswater Synagogue, in succession to the late Dr. Hermann Adler, 
when the latter was elected as Chief Kabbi 

Dr. Gollanes’s preaching, like that of moat mintaters, has not been 
confined to London. He has preached and lectured on cecasiona in mont 
of the Important provincial towns. Some of Dr, Gollancs's addresses 
have created marked interest. In 144] by desire of the Russian Govern. 
ment, two servigos were held in the German Synagogue, road Street, to 
receive the oath of allegiance to the Tear from the Jewlah Nusstan 
subjects resident in the metropolis, The firat was, at the request of the 
organisers, conducted by Dr. Hermann Adier, and the second by Dr, 
Gollancz, At the conclusion of each brief service, the oath was 
aiministered, and the names taken of all prosent. In due course, 
Chevalier de Berg, Consal-General, called upon Dr. Gollancy, in the name 
of Count Lebanoff, the Russian Ambassador, and offered him the thanks 
of the Russian Government for hia services. But the moat imposing 
demonstration at which Dr. Gollancs could ever have spoken was 
undoubtedly at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End, on the occasion of 
the memorial service held for the Kischineff Martyra on July 6th, 1905, 
when, according to the Times estimate, 6,000 persons attended. 

Dr. Gollancz has not only addressed his coreligionists in Foglish, but 
at times in German; and he acquired the Yiddish dialect In order 
the better to be able to address the Jewish working men and women that 
assembiod for several years at the 
afternoon services specially held at the 
(ireat Synagogue in Duke's Place. Dr, 
Gollancz’s record in preaching goes so far 
back that, strange as it may appear, he 
occupied the pulpit on an occasion at 
the Great Synagogue, which was then 
held exclusively by Ir. Nathan M. 
Adier, even before his own son, Dr. H. 
Adier had preached there. And it is 
forty-five years (in Is877) sinee he 
delivered a sermon in the Bayswater 
Synagogue. 


Communal Work. 


Dr. Gollancz has also been eminently 
practical in his ministerial work during 
the half century he is aboutto complete, 
snd he has taken his full share at one 
time or another in almost overy depart 
ment of communal labours, educational 
and philanthropic. He is a member of 
the Council of Jews’ College and the 
Jewish Religious Education Board: on 
the Council of the Anglo-Jewish Asso. 
Clation and a representative at the 
Board of Deputies. Heisa Vice.Preal 
dent and Past-l’resident of the Jewish 
llistorical Society, and a corresponding 
member of the American Jewish 
Historical Society. For many years 
he acted as Hon. Examiner to the 
Jewish Religious Edueation Board, 
the Jews’ Fresa School, and the Bays 
water Jewish Schools; in its early 
history, Dr. Gollancs took great interest 
in the Great Garden Street Talmud 
Torah, and later on he was Chairman 
of the Kducation Committee of the 
Redman's Road Talmud Torah for boys. 
Only last year bis name figured high in 
the liat of active workers on behalf of 
the Royal Literary Fund (of which he 
is a Life-Governor), at the festival 
dinner held in the Guildhall, at which 
the King of the Belgians was in the 
Chair. 

At the time of the scheme for 


Rabbi Prof. Dr. Hermann Gollanez, M.A, D.Litt. diverting the congestion in East 


London, he was mainiy responsible 

for the erection of the beautiful syna- 
gogue at Reading, intended for Jewish working classes, bailt at a cost 
of over £4,000; and later he was foundor, andarchitect as well, of the frst 
synagogue in the Walthamstow and Leyton districts, which recently 
became in its new quarters one of the Associate Synagogues of the United 
Synagogue. He was also on the Building Committee of the South Hackney 
and New Cross Synagogues. 

While at Poet's Road and Bayswater he acted as Honorary Visitor to 
the Jewish inmates at the Metropolitan Hospital, Kingsland Road, and 
the German Hospital, to the infirmaries and workhouses at St, George s 
in-the-EBast, Baker's Row, Bancroft Road, Mile and Paddington; and 
also as house-to-house visitor in the districts of bast London, when that 
form of visiting was in vogue among various ministers, We understand 
that, only within the last few months, Dr. Gollancs influenced a donation 
of £1,000 from a friend towanis the fands of a certain Hospital in our 
midst. 


Extra.Communal La bours. 


Dr. Gollancs has, in addition, always taken an active interest in move 
ments extra-communal. Thus he was the only Jew connected, while ia 
Canonbury, with the arduous task of aoquiring Clissold Park in North London 
as a public space in perpetuity at a cost of over £90,000) he was also 
on the Executive and Council in the establishment of the Northern 
Polytechnic Institute in Holloway Road; and further back in [SS0, acting 
in conjunction with the late Canon Barnett, then of st. Jude's, Com 
mercial Street, BE., he was actively engaged in providing the frst Loan 
Exhibition in Whitechapel, which has since become an annual institution 
affecting the social betterment of the hundreds of thousands tn bast 
London. He was also instrumental in rescuing from destruction Moyse Hall, 
the remarkable 10th century stome building, said to 
connected in some way with the residence of the Jews in thattowa, He 
has too always identified himself with the various movements and 
schemes in Paddington, where his name usually feures as the Jewish 
Clerical representative of the Borough. 

For the last twelve years Dr, Gollancos has thrown himself, heart and 
aoul, into the work of the National Couaeil of Public Morals, and is one of 
ita Viee Presidents and Treasurer, He has in connection therewith been 
a member of several Commissions, such as the National Birth-rate 
Commission, and the Cinema, and a member of the Special Naquiry into 
Venereal Diseases. The esteem in which he is held by this body, and the 
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apprediation of hie work in thie and kindred movements by those not 
helonging to our Community, could have had no better testimony than the 
remarkable address, headed by Lord Hosebery and Lord Keay, presented 
to him five yearea avo by the Diehop of Dirmingham in the name of forty: 
five of the leading perssnages throughout the country, representatives of 
the Chureh, Training Colleges, hducationiate and Bocial Workers, it was 
a token of wiiich any man might be proud, Dr, Gollancs's friend 
ahip- with some of the leadera of thought, and with high 
dignatories of the Church, has been of a very cordial nature, 
Hila personal influence with men of light and leading bas frequently 
enabled him to be of service to the community, such as in the case of the 
protest againat the abeurd and atrocious: Accusation’ revived some 
years ago, Along article on the subject by De, Gollancy appeared in the 
Daily Telegraph atthe time, In 1905, when the antl alien agitation was 
at ite highest, he published a pamphlet entitied " Russia and the Allen 
(Jueation-—An individual appeal to the British People,” consisting of three 
addresses bearing on the subject and in a few days @ oopy War in the 
handa of overy Member of Pariiament while the matter was before the 
House. Ile received on that occasion several letters of appreciation and

Though his busy life has been spent in this country, his name is well. 
known on the Continent and across the ocean, While acting fora twelve. 
month in advance as organiser of the Semitic 5 on (of which be was the 
Seoretary!) of the Laternational Congress of Cirientalists, which held its 
meetings in London tn isl, he came into contact with the leading 
scholars of |-urope and America, avd this connection has been strengthened 
at every sncocesesive Congress which be has attended, For bis servicos as 
Seeretary of the Semitic Section in 1801, and for bis paper, “The Dignity 
of Labour as Taught in the Lalmud” (which appeared in the Asiatic 
in the Tones, and in a Hebrew translation in the 
Hamelit he received the Certificate of Merit, signed by Lord Halsabury 
as resident, Dr. John Taylor, of Cambridge, as Chairman, and others, 

Dr. Gollance deserved well of the community when, during the war, 
he issueda war edition of his “ Foundations of Religious Fear,” a work of 
devotional character, By the help of a few friends, he presented 10,000 
copies free of charge to our soldiers and sailors, 1,000 copies of which were 
vratefully received by the Y.M.C.A., having been given in token of apprecia. 
tien of the hospitality and heip offered by the Association to their Jowtsh 
oomrades in arms, In addition, over 15,000 copies of Dr, Gollancs’'s poem 
entitied “Our Fighting Lads: A Warning Message,” were distributed 
among the foroes tle Was also invited by the the Publicity Department 
to write an article on Palestine and the War,” which appeared both tn 
pamphiot form for general ciroeulation and in the Jewish Kapress.

The havoc wrought by the abnormal position that larael cooupies 
among the nations is most tragically apparent in the taner life of the 
Jew. Here the decadence is appalling. One hesitates to speak of the” 
progressive deterioration of the Jewish type , but one does not see how to 
avoid speaking of something so conspicuous. 

rhe inexorable fact to envisage is that, so far as the Jow gue Jow is 
concerned, political emancipation has failed, and failed miserably. It 
took the Jew out of the Ghetto, but it pat him nowbere in partioular. It 
snatched him from a dingy meliew of onsplendid isolation, bat it made 
him run amuck in an environment where his best instincts became 
thwarted and stunted... In the meantime, while the visible walls were 
broken down, be was hedged about with the invisible Ghetto, all the 
harder to bear for its impalpable partitions. The older Ghetto at least 
gave him a home~a home especially for his spirit-but what does the 
New Ghetto offer him’ Political emancipation, indeed, tendered him the 
cold comforts of civic equality ; but it deprived him of the intimacy, the 
Aominess, without which legal recognition is but a mockery. It gave him 
the ballot-box; and the wealthy Sadducees in the Jewish camp hailed, 
and still hail it as a Messiah (fancy a Messiah in the box '): but oh, what 
a& poor compensation for the loss of the Ark of the Lord’ A box for the 
Ark, and a paper-slip for the Scrolls ' 

It is diMecult to see why Jews could not have kept both their old 
religion and their new citixenship—but they did not. in the Occident, at 
all events, they sacrifieed to citizenship much. if not all, of their 
religion; and the pathetic part of it is that citizenship never required 
such a sacrifice. An illustration in point is the Jewish reform meve 
ment, “ made in Germany,” and transplanted to America. Reform Judaism 
is the religious expression of Political Emancipation ; and it failed to solve 
the religious aspect of the Jewish problem even as. Emancipation failed to 
solve its political aspect 

Reform Judaism started out with the right diagnosis of the religious 
ills of Judaism ; but it failed to provide the right cure. It realised that 
Judaism had to purge itself from backward ideas and back ward practices . 
hence it sought to remove what was uncouth in the orthodox service, bat 
in so doing it banished also what was original and distinctive, while it 
made no essential contribution to religious thought, as it did not differ in 
its nature from the orthodo, faith, both Reform and Orthodoxy belonging 
to the legalistic ty pe of religion and not to the inspirational type. Odnly. 

while Orthodoxy overcame, or, rather, glorified, legalism by means of an 
instinctive piety. Reform became coldly and correctly forma), Philistine. 
respectabic. ver against Orthodoxy it rightly asserted the claims of 
ratiovalism and admitted the findings of the Higher Criticism: bat im the 
process it chilled all religious enthusiasm, reduced religion to the dead 
level of commonplace ethicality, and failed to kindle a new God-passion 
in the heart of the modern Jew. The new order brought BO new order 

Thus it failed to initiate a truly liberal religion for this age by showiny 

the modern Jew-—in fact, the modern man—how to rise above the merely 
negative phases of criticism to the heights of a glowing religious affirma 
tion. thus far, at all events, they have missed the opportunity, which 
was undoubtedly within their reach, to become the fathers of a ge Rulhe 
latter-day reformation, prophets of a new vision of God to an unbelteving 
and repellently materialistic generation. Perhaps it is not yet too late te 
make up for the omissions of the past.

It would be interesting to know 
how the promoters of the Memorial reconcile these two statements. 

it is not surprising that the old queyson customary with such 
gatherings has again been raised as to what traditional Ju laiem denotes;

pe In our previous letter we challenged the proposal of the War Memorial 
to established auch an Academy with monies collected solely to farther 
Traditional Jndaiam, and in view of tre decision now taken we hold 
that the community has been flouted and must now consider what steps 
it proposes to take in the matter. The main parpose of the Jewish War 
Memorial was once and for all to provide fully for the spiritual needs of 
the community, especially as the doors of Evwtern Lurope*had been 
closed, and it was necessary for the commanity to produce its apiritual 
leaders from its own ranks. The reputation of Anglo-Jewry has hitherto 
not beea very high on the Continent, and it will certainly not be enhanced 
by the creation of this Academy. A splendid opportunity of raising the 
Spiritual status of the community is being lost. Instead of a Jews’ 
College which could have become a great centre of ortho'tox Jewish 
thought, comparable in its greatness to the Seminaries and Veshiboth of 
the Continent, an institution of which the community could justly be 
prond, we are to have this unworthy “compromise.” The commanity 
has been dissatisfied with the standird of ministers hitherto prodneed 
by Jews’ College; what will the “reformed” Jews’ College produce ” 

Mr. A. E. Franklin. woped that the College woud not dev lop in the 
direction of the trinity of Eastero Europe, the Cheder, Talmud Torah, 
and leshibah. Dothe patroas of our community really think that they 
can produce Rabhis who will be of more credit to it than 
those who came from this derided combination’ Surely by strengthening 
the existing Talmud Torahs and Yeshiboth of the community, and by 
increasing their number, much more could be done for the future of onr 
youth, It is from such institutions alone that we can expect a renaissance 
of the spiritual life of the community. 

The whole trend of Jowish thought in this country seems recently to 
have wandered from the old, proved path, and the snugeestion made in 
your columns by an esteemed correspondent. for the uvion of «ll sincere y 
orthodox forees for the purpose of combiting these misguided efforts, 
seoms now to be the only solution left to the orthodox Jews of the country. 

The convention of a conference of all traditional Jewish bodies, as 
suggested by Rabbis Hurwitz and Herzog, is now imperative and of vital 
importance for the whole future of Judaism in the land

Si1a,—The leading article in your valuable journal cannot fail to arouse 
interest from the point of view of an ex-service man of the Jewish Faith, 
May I ask, what has become of those ultra-patriotic Jewish employers 
who associated themselves with the Jewish Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Wel(are 
Scheme? It would certainly be very interesting if any of these gentile.

was financially administered. Still, the war has passed and is forgotten, 
like its heroes and heroines, save for a few war tablets of stone to remind 
the future generations that there was a war once.
